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CURRENT PREVALENCE OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASES IN 
THE UNITED STATES' 


August 12-September 8, 1934 


The prevalence of certain important communicable diseases, as 
indicated by weekly telegraphic reports from State health depart- 
ments to the United States Public Health Service, is summarized in 
this report. The underlying statistical data are published weekly in 
the Public Health Reports, under the section entitled ‘‘ Prevalence 
of Disease.” 

Poliomyelitis still continued above normal in the Western States 
but with little reflection of the epidemic in Eastern regions. In Los 
Angeles city and county, in San Francisco, and in the remainder of 
California, the peak week of the incidence was reached as far back as 
June, with a fairly steady decline thereafter. In the week ending 
September 15, the latest now available, more cases (69) were reported 
in California than in any of the 3 preceding weeks, 49, 44, and 63, 
respectively; however, there were relatively few as compared with 
the peak incidence of 340 cases for the week ending June 23. 

Table 1 shows by States the reported cases for a series of weeks in 
1934, with a summary for the 17 weeks from May 20, when the 
epidemic started, to September 15, the latest data now available. For 
the country as a whole the number of cases (4,816) reported in this 
17-week period was only about half as many as were reported during 
the epidemic of 1931 (9,654), which centered in New York, but was 
about 75 percent above the 1933 figure (2,725) and about 150 per- 
cent above the 1932 cases (1,948). 

During the 17-week period a total of 2,677 cases was reported in 
California, as against 48, 64, and 91 in the corresponding periods of 
the 3 years 1933, 1932, and 1931, respectively. Of this total, 1,879

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cases were in the city and county of Los Angeles; only 116 cases 
were reported in San Francisco during the same period. 

All of the Pacific and Mountain States have reported more than 
the normal number of poliomyelitis cases during the past 17 weeks, 
particularly Washington State (413), Montana (233), Idaho (88), 
Arizona (66), and Oregon (32). In the same period of the 3 preced- 
ing years, the only States in this group reporting more than about 5 
cases were Washington State with 25, 23, and 29 cases, Montana 
with 25 cases in 1931, and Oregon with 12 cases in 1933. The peak 
seems to have been passed in at least some of these States, but with 
the considerable fluctuations in the weekly numbers reported, it is 
not possible accurately to locate the peak incidence in all the States. 

In the West Central regions Texas reported 66 cases during the 
17 weeks ended September 15, Kansas 43 cases, and South Dakota 
22 cases, all being above the usual numbers reported in the corre- 
sponding period of preceding years. Reports for the 17-week period 
in a few Eastern States are slightly above preceding years, including 
Kentucky (67), Tennessee (30), Alabama (32), Virginia (44), and 
West Virginia (47), but in general the incidence this year in the 
East compares favorably with that for preceding years. 
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Typhoid fever—The number of cases of typhoid fever reported for 
the current 4-week period was 3,315—the lowest incidence recorded 
for this period in the 6 years for which data are available. A compari- 
son of geographic areas showed a similar situation in the New Eng- 
land, Middle Atlantic, South Atlantic, and South Central sections of 
the country, but in the West North Central area the current incidence 
was the highest for this period in recent years. In the East North 
Central States the incidence was considerably above the average for 
preceding years, and the Mountain and Pacific regions reported prac- 
tically the same incidence as last year, which was the highest recorded 
in 5 years. 

Meningococcus meningitis—The number of cases of meningitis 
(129) was the same as that reported for the corresponding period last 
year. In the years 1933, 1932, and 1931 the cases for this period 
totaled 160, 259, and 354, respectively. For the current period New 
York reported 11 cases; Pennsylvania, 10; Iliinois, 22; Nebraska, 6; 
Kentucky and California each 5, and the remaining cases were widely 
scattered over the reporting area. 

Scarlet fever.—Very little change from the preceding 4-week period 
occurred in the incidence of scarlet fever. For the country as a whole, 
the number of cases reported for the current period was 3,922, which 
was about 90 percent of that for the corresponding period last year. 
For this period in the years 1932 and 1931 the cases totaled 4,048 and 
3,887, respectively. Each geographic area reported a decrease except 
the East North Central, where the incidence was the same as last year, 
and the Mountain and Pacific areas, where the incidence was slightly 
in excess of last year. 

Diphtheria—The comparison of diphtheria with previous years 
continued to be favorable. The number of cases reported for the 
4 weeks ended September 8 was 1,975, as against 2,690, 2,957, and 
3,130 for the corresponding period in the years 1933, 1932, and 1931, 
respectively. In the New England and Middle Atlantic and North 
Central areas the incidence very closely approximated that for the 
corresponding period last year, while in the South Atlantic, South 
Central, and Mountain and Pacific sections the incidence was con- 
siderably below that of last year. 

Smallpox.—The incidence of smallpox reached its lowest level for 
the current year during the 4 weeks ended September 8. The num- 
ber of cases reported was 70, which was also the lowest incidence for 
this period in the 6 years for which data are available. The smallpox 
situation was very favorable in all sections of the country. The 
New England, Middle Atlantic, and South Atlantic regions reported 
no cases; Wisconsin, in the East North Central area, reported 16 
cases; and Washington, in the Pacific area, reported 24. The other 
cases were widely distributed over the other States. 
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Influenza.—For the current 4-week period there were 1,517 cases 
of influenza reported, as compared with 1,175, 1,463, and 1,011 for 
the corresponding period in the years 1933, 1932, and 1931, respec- 
tively. Each geographic area, except the South Central, reported a 
slight increase over last year’s figure; in that section the disease was 
considerably less prevalent. A seasonal rise of influenza commonly 
occurs at this time of the year. While the current incidence is the 
highest for this period in recent years, there is no indication in any 
section of anything other than a seasonal increase. 

Measles.—The usual seasonal decrease of measles continued through 
the 4 weeks ended September 8. For the country as a whole the 
number of cases (3,134) was, however, still considerably in excess of 
that for the corresponding period in recent years. The incidence was 
higher than last year in the East North Central and East South 
Central areas, slightly lower in the South Atlantic region, and in the 
other sections it closely approximated-last year’s reports. 

Mortality, all causes.—The average mortality rate from all causes 
for large cities for the 4 weeks ended September 8, as reported by 
the Bureau of the Census, was 9.7 per 1,000 inhabitants (annual 
basis), as compared with 9.3, 9.4, and 9.9 for the corresponding 
period in the years 1933, 1932, and 1931, respectively. 


WHOLE-TIME COUNTY HEALTH OFFICERS, 1934 


This directory has been compiled from data furnished as of January 
1, 1934, by State health officers. Similar directories for the years 
1922 to 1931, inclusive, and for 1933 have been published in the 
Public Health Reports. The directory for 1933 was issued as Reprint 
No. 1585. 

In the questionnaire sent out for the purpose of obtaining the 
necessary information, a “whole-time” county health officer was 
defined as ‘‘one who does not engage in the practice of medicine or 
in any other business, but devotes all his time to official duties.” 

Directories of State health departments have been published 
annually by the Public Health Service for the years 1912 to 1931, 
inclusive, and for 1933. The directory for 1933 was issued as Reprint 
No. 1604. 

Directories of city health officers have been published annually for 
the years 1916 to 1931, inclusive, and for 1933, the directory for 1933 
being issued as Reprint No. 1613. Owing to lack of available funds 
for printing, none of these directories was printed for 1932.

COURT DECISION ON PUBLIC HEALTH 


Acute lead poisoning held compensable under workmen’s compensa- 
tion act.—(Louisiana Court of Appeal; Cannella v. Gulf Refining 
Co. of Louisiana, 154 So. 406; decided April 23, 1934.) The plaintiff 
sought to recover under the workmen’s compensation act for disability 
alleged to have resulted from acute lead poisoning sustained while 
working as a painter in the truck and automobile repair department 
of the defendant. The State compensation law provided for compen- 
sation in case of “personal injury by accident” and also contained 
the following: 

That the word ‘‘accident”’, as used in this act, shall, unless a different meaning 
is clearly indicated by the context, be construed to mean an unexpected or unfore- 
seen event happening suddenly or violently with or without human fault and 
producing at the time objective symptoms of an injury. The terms “injury” 
and ‘‘personal injuries” shall include only injuries by violence to the physical 
structure of the body and such diseases or infections as naturally result therefrom. 
The said terms shall in no case be construed to include any other form of disease 
or derangement, howsoever caused or contracted. 
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The appellate court stated that ‘the plaintiff suffered lead poison- 
ing which was incidental to and arose out of his employment” but 
that the serious issue in the case was whether lead poisoning was a 
vocational disease and, therefore, not compensable under the compen- 
sation statute or an accidental injury within the meaning of the 
statute and, hence, compensable. The court said that it appeared to 
be well settled that, where the lead poisoning was gradual and cumu- 
lative over a long period of time, it was not an accidental injury or 
disability within the meaning of a compensation statute and cited a 
number of cases in other jurisdictions. It then proceeded to say that 
there were authorities, however, which held that, where the lead 
poisoning was acute, it was an accidental injury and, therefore, com- 
pensable. The court concluded that the plaintiff’s disability was due 
to acute lead poisoning and that such poisoning was compensable 
under the Louisiana statute, saying in part as follows: 

There is no doubt that the acute lead poisoning from which the plaintiff 
suffered was unexpected and unforeseen and happened suddenly or violently 
with or without human fault and produced at the time objective symptoms. 
Surely there was enough evidence of violent injury to the physical structure of 
the body and by no process of logical or fair reasoning can it be said that a person 
who is suffering from acute poisoning is afflicted with a disease. We conclude 


that the plaintiff suffered accidental injury and disability within the meaning 
of the compensation statute and not a vocational or occupational disease.

EPIDEMIC ENCEPHALITIS IN CENTRAL STATES 


For the week ended September 15, 1934, Kentucky reported 
14 cases of epidemic encephalitis, Indiana 3 cases, Missouri 3 cases, 


and Kansas 1 case. Many States do not report cases of this disease 
and nearly all of the reports are incomplete. 

From July 26 to August 27, 1934, 58 cases of epidemic encephalitis 
with 8 deaths were reported in Sandusky County, Ohio, coincident 
with an epidemic of influenza in and about the village of Clyde. 
The Ohio Health News of September 15, 1934, says: ‘“‘Most of the 
afflicted were of advanced years, and 21 were 65 or more. Only one 
of the fatal cases, a child of 4 years, was less than 68. During the 
past 15 years there have been 1,460 deaths from this cause in the State. 
Twenty-two cases had been reported in Ohio this year prior to the 
outbreak of the epidemic.” (See Public Health Reports, Sept. 21, 
1934, p. 1120.)

Reports of dengue are usually incomplete. Many cases are not 
seen by physicians. A report from Miami gives an estimate of 500 
new cases of dengue for the week ended September 15, 1934. The 
business districts of Miami and Miami Beach were said to be rela- 
tively free from dengue on September 15. New cases found in out- 
lying districts were scattered over a wide area. The director of 
public health of Miami stated on September 15 that the peak of the 
epidemic had been passed 4 weeks before that date and that he 
expected a rapid decline in the number of cases. 
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The city health officer of Tampa reported on September 17 that 
only two cases of dengue had been reported in Tampa. 

A report from Key West dated September 15 stated that the 
number of cases was rapidly decreasing.
